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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not found persuasive. 
Applicant argues that Zmitek et al. teach the use of more than one disintegrant and that the reference teaches either some disintegrant or 
no disintegrant. 

This argument is not found persuasive, although Zmitek et al. teach the claimed compositions comprising an additional disintegrant it would 
have been obvious to use only one disintegrant. As it is obvious and common in the art to use more than one component for the same 
function (e.g. crospovidone and MCC as disintegrants) it is also obvious to use only one component for the same function. Zmitek et al. 
teach that disintegrants may be added if necessary and one of skill would have seen that having only MCC would have given a certain 
(adequate) disintegration property, one of skill would have been readily aware of the desired disintegration property and would have chosen 
to add an additional disintegrant or not based on the desired property. Therefore it would have been obvious to NOT add MCC to the 
formulations of Zmitek et al. 
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
